Mr. Tawney was chairman 
ef the committee on appropriations at the 
jest session and was personally responsible 
for the legislation which the president stig- 
matized so bitterly in the message sent to con- 
gress today. 

The president last winter was opposed to 
that legislation and claimed then, as he does 
pow, that it was intended to embarrass the 
government in its prosecution of land and 
timber thieves. He wrote a personal letter 
te Speaker Cannon on the subject and thet 
letter was shown’ to Mr. Tawney before a 
vote was taken. 

Puts It Plainly on Tawney. 

In this way the Minnesota representative 
has been made personally responsible for 
doing the thing which the president declared 
today in an official message to congress, 
which will be preserved in the records of the

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RIOT OF FANATICS 
CAUSES 2 DEATHS. 


Five Other Persons Wounded, 
Two Fatally, When Kan- 
sas City Police Fight 
Religious Band. 


BATTLE IN STREET CROWD 


Chase of Fugitives Ends in the 


Shooting of Girl Who Tries 
to Cross the Missouri 
River in Skiff. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Two 
Persons were killed, two fatally injured, and 
three others wounded in à battle today be- 
tween a crowd of religious fanatics and 
police. One of the dead was a policeman, an- 
other a child member of the band, and one of 
the fatally wounded was Adam God,“ the 
leader: of the fanatics. 
wounded were police. 

The battle began in a crowded street, caus- 
ing a panic among hundreds of passersby. 
It ended in a sensational chase of a woman 
fanatic and a child, who had taken to a 
skiff in the Missouri river after they had 
been chased from a houseboat which the 
police stormed in the face of armed resist- 


ance. In this attempt to escape the child was 


wounded. She died later. 

During the battle in the streets more than 
100 hots were exchanged, the combatants 
going several blocks, while hundreds of shop- 
pera scattered to evade the bullets. It oe- 
curred in the business center of the city, in 
the shadow of the city hail. 


The Dead. 
The persons killed were: 

DALBOW, A, o., patrolman; killed instantly by 
first shot from the rioters. 

PRATT, LOLA, aged 13, girl member of band, 
who was shot while trying to escape in skiff 
on Missouri river, following battle; she died 
several hours later in hospital, . 


The Wounded. 
The names of those injured are: 
SHARP, JAMES, known as Adam God,” « 
street preacher; fatally wounded, 
MULLANE, MICHAEL, a patrolman; fatally 
wounded. 


CLARK, PATRICK, a police sergeant. 
STEGE, HARRY E., policeman. 
HOLT, GEORGE M., probation officer, 

The trouble began when George M. Holt, 
probation officer of the Juvenile court and 
a pioneer in the work of saving boys from 
the streets in this city, went to Fifth and 
Main streets to investigate a case of alleged 
abduction. Near that street caaner he came 
upon Sharp, who, surrounded by his com- 
panions, was exhorting a crowd. 

With Sharp were Louis Pratt, a woman, 
and five children. The children ranged in 
age from 14 to 8 years. The officer's sus- 
picions were aroused by the manner in which 
the woman. attempted to secure money con- 
tributions from the crowd and he decided 
that she and her male companions were not 
proper persons to have the custody of young 
children. . 


“Adam God” Beats Officer. 


The officer persevered in his inquiries, when 
Adam God,” whose long flowing white 
beard and hair gave him the appearance ofa 
patriarch, threatened the officer with physical 
violence. Officer Holt was not armed, but 
stood his ground, and Adam God struck 
him a heavy blow behind the ear, making 
an ugly wound. 

Holt then started for the police station 
for assistance and as he moved away the 
preacher tried to shoot him, but Sharp was 
so excited that he dropped his revolver as 
he attempted to draw it and when he picked 
it up and snapped it at the officer the cart- 
ridge failed to explode. 

Officer Holt rushed into the police station 
and announced that a band of religious 
fanatics, armed to the teeth, were at the 
threshold of the police station. and he warned 
the officers to preparefortrouble. The police 
sergeant in charge ordered Patrolmen 
Charles Dalbow and Harry E. Stege to ar- 
reat Sharp and his followers. 


Fanatics Fire Upon Police. 


The officers were not expecting serious 


trouble from such an insignificant band of 
street préachers and were not prepared for 
the volley of bullets which met them almost 
immediately after they appeared on the 
scene. 

Dalbow was killed instantly and a bullet 
passed through Stege’s arm. Other officers, 
hearing the firing, rushed intothe street, and 
a general battle ensued. The officers as 
they stepped from the building offered them- 
selves as targets to their opponents in the 
fight, but were unable to shoot without en- 
dangering the lives of innocent persons. 

Lieut. Clark, who had come into the street 
unarmed, was shot in the eye, and Patrol- 
man Mullane was shot in the back as he hur- 
rted into the police station for reinforce- 
ments. i 

In the meantime a riot call had been sound- 
ed and policemen were appearing from all 
directions. Thoroughly aroused, the officers 
closed in on Sharp and his followers, firing 
as they went, but taking great care not to 
injure any of the children, and when the 
fring ceased “Adam God” lay fatally 
wounded, shot through the head and body. 

The woman and the children had fied to a 
house boat where they lived in the Missouri 
river. Hastily calling all the available re- 
serves into action, the police, fifty in num- 
ber, followed. 7 

Officers Rush Armed Women. 


When the police arrived the woman had 
barricaded herself in the house boat, where 
she defied the officers. Standing on the porch 
of the boat with a shotgun which she had 
procured from inside, she shouted to the offi- 
cérs: “‘ Come on, you fiends.” The boat was 
but a few feet fram the banks of the river 
and séveral of the more courageous officers, 
taking the woman's challenge, dashed toward 
it. 

“Taken aback, the woman dropped her 
weapon and, seizing two of the children, she 
ran to the back of the boat, cut loose a row- 
boat, and began to row into the middle of the 
Missouri river. The officers called to her to 
stop, but she only plied the oars more vig- 
orously. 

Without another warning the police fired a 
volley at the boat. One of the shots struck 
Lola Pratt, aged 13 years, tearing away the 
greater part of the child's face. The woman 
then surrendered. At the police station later 
she said her name was Mrs. Pratt and that 
she was the wife of the companion of Adam 
God” and the mother of the five children. 
The wounded child died in the hospital later,

As the climex to a dance given by the 
freshmen class of the Hahnemann Medical 
college last night, the sophomore, junior, and 
senior students captured twenty of the 
freshmen and locked them in a box car on 
the Illinois Central tracks. 

They were held prisoners until others who 
attended the dance on invitation released 
them by tearing off the door of the car. All 
of the freshmen wore evening dress, and 
when rescued they were thoroughly chilled 
from the experience. 

Previous to taking the freshmen from the 
hall where the dance was held, the seniors 
and other students had torn the flags and 
hanners from the walls of the dance hall. 
Red pepper and formaldehyde were sprinkled 
over the floor, while the freshmen and thelr 
partners were whirling around to the strains 
of a waltz, and the combination drove the 
girls from the hall. 


Cider Is Confiscated. 

Several gallons of sweet cider that was 
purchaged by the freshmen to quench their 
thirst was confiscated by the other students: 
and the same thing happened to the ice 
cream, which was intended for the girls. 

Failure of the freshmen to invite the other 
classes to their annual “ blowout was the 
cause of the trouble. The freshmen ob- 
served the closest secrecy regarding the 
dance, but the matter came to the ears of the 
other students yesterday afternoon. 

A meeting of the sophomore, junior, and 
senior classes was called after dinner and 
plans were laid to circumvent the holding of 
the freshmen soirée. ‘ 

At 10 o'clock the dance was under full 
sway. Uninvited students to the number of 
100 marched in a body to the hall and took 
possession. Banners and flags of the fresh- 
men class decorated the walls, and these were 
the first objects for assault. Some of the 
freshmen tried to prevent the others from 
tearing down the class emblems, but they 
were thrust aside. 


Formaldehyde and Pepper. 

Formaldehyde, which doesn’t smell like 
attar of roses, and red pepper were then 
strewn over the floor. This had the desired 
result of driving the freshmen’s sweethearts 
from the hall. 

The next event on the program was to cap- 
ture twenty of the freshmen and march them 
to the IIlinois Central tracks, three blocks 
from the dance hall. Sophomores, juniors, 
and seniors were clad in heavy overcoats, but 
the freshmen were compelled to shiver in 
their ballroom attire.

Remains Until Drug Store Is Locked Up 
for Night and Then Has to Summon 
Police to Release Her. 


Mies Mabel Roan, 3308 State street, used 
a drug store telephone so long last night 
that when she came out of the booth the drug- 
gist had locked up the place and gone home. 

It was 11:30 o’clock-when she telephoned 
from her prison to the Stanton avenue police 
station. A policeman was sent to the resi- 
dence of the druggist, Sidney C. Yeomans, 
Fifty-first street and Wabash avenue, and 
it was nearly two hours before he reached 
the store. While waiting for the druggist 
to come and release her Miss Roan talked 
to friends over the telephone.

SARAH HACKETT STEVENSON 
I$ REPORTED TO BE DYING. 


Woman Physician the First of Her Sex 
to Be Honored with Membership in 
American Medical Association. 


Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, one of the 
best known woman physiciane in Chicago, 
and for many years a prominent member of 
the Chicago Woman's club and other organ- 
izations, is reported to be dying at St. Eliz- 
abeth’s hospital. 

In October, 1908, Dr. Stevenson was pros- 
trated by a cerebral hemorrhage brought on 
by overwork, and in a state of partial paraly- 
sis she was taken to Augustana hospital. 
She never fully recovered. 

Dr. Stevenson was the first woman to be 
honored with membership in the American 
Medical association and the first woman to 
be appointed on the staff of the Cook county 
hospital. She served as professor of obstet™ 
rics in the woman’s medical schoo! of North- 
western university, and was president of the 
National Temperance hospital and founder 
of the Maternity hospital and Training 
School for Nursery Maids. She also pro- 
moted the home for incurables and was dele- 
gated to several national and international 


medical congresses.

The Rev. Wiliam O. Waters, pastor of the 
Grace Episcopal church, yestercay afternoon 
began injunction proceedings before Judge 
Barnes against the Coliseum company in an 
effort to prevent the First Ward Democratic 
ball at the Coliseum Monday night. The 
company disclaims liability and says it isa 
matter for police regulation. 

The minister, who is following instructions 
of his wardens and vestry, seeks to prevent 
the Derby,“ on the grouné that it is a nut- 
sance, where dissolute men and women con- 
gregate and become violently intoxicated and 
engage in practices improper to spread upon 
the court records. 


Hope for Police Action. 

While the minister was filing his bin the 
directors of the Chicago Law and Order 
league were holding a session deploring fhe 
fact that no judge could be found who would 
entertain injunction proceedings against 
Mayor Busse restraining him from issuing 
the bar permit. However, the Law and Order 
people assert that members of the under- 
world are using free tickets as inducements 
to attract strangers to the Derby,“ and de- 
clare that 100 women are on nightly duty in 
a rear room of Jim O'Leary's saloon, 4813 
anc 4815 South Halsted street, trying to in- 
terest cattlemen here for the stock show. 

Arthur Burre@e Farwell, president of the 
league, was instructed to make an attempt to 
have O' Leary’s Moense revoked. 

“The threatened exposure of persons at- 
tending the ball is causing the promoters to 
resort to unusual methods in securing enough 
persons to make the ‘Derby’ a success,” 
said Mr. Farwell. “ Big bundles of tickets 
are being sent to dissolute women in outside 
towns for distribution.

FINANCIER KEIRAN 
MAY BE ARRESTED 


Police Expect Head of Defunct 
Funding Company to Vol 
untarily Face Charges. 


GIBBONS TO AID CHURCH. 


Cardinal and Lawyer Dispute 
Agreement for Protection of 
Interests Involved. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[{Special.J]—P. J. Keiran, 
wanted on charges of obtaining money under 
false pretenses, is expected to be under arrest 
here tomorrow. 

Thomas F. Gilroy Jr., receiver for the de- 
funct. Fidelity Funding company, under 
which Keiran worked, scouts the idea that 
the fugitive will appear to meet the charges 
against him. Mr. Gilroy says he has hada 
court order for the man’s appearance for a 
month. 

It is said that Cardinal Gibbons of Balti- 
more has taken a hand in protecting Catholic 
institutions from the lawsuits threatened 
them asa result of their reliance upon Kieran 
and the defunct company. The cardinal, se 
William Nelson Cromwell said today, has re- 
tained him to look after the interests of the 
church. In making him a retainer the car- 
dinal is associated, perhaps unconsciously, 
with many other Catholic priests and ops 
— have requested Mr. Cromwell to act for 

em. 

“I expect to accept the mission,“ Mr. 
Cromwell said, but I will not act for the 
creditors or for the stockholders except that 
the creditors or stockholders represent the 
church interests. I will work entirely for the 
church, for I feel it a public duty to doevery- 
thing in my power to save the church insti- 
tutions from loss." 

In Baltimore tonight Cardinal Gibbons said: 

“I have had no communication whatever 
with Mr. Cromwell and have had absolutely 
nothing to do with that corporation.“ 

Keiran, according to reports from out of 
town, is busily engaged securing signatures 
of creditors to a power of attorney in Mr. 
Cromwell's name. Mr. Cromwell said the 
power was solicited with his consent. It ap- 
peared that Keiran, since he was acting un- 
der Cromwell's orders, was doing what he 
could to repair the damage he had done. 


Names of Leading Creditors. 

Mr. Gilroy says there were approximately 
100 stockholders in the Fidelity Funding 
company, most of them priests and nuns. 
He declined to give out any names. Among 
the creditors, however, it is known that the 
following are prominent:

Gilroy also obtained orders for the exam- 
ination of a woman stenographer and two 
clerks. In the names of each of these three, 
he said, he had reason to believe Keiran had 
bank accounts. 

In regard to the contemplated suits for 
bonuses exacted by the financial institutions 
on loans, the receiver said he had evidence 
that the defunct company paid a bonus of 
$50,000 on a loan of $135,000, making the loan 
amount to $185,000. Some of the loans were 
made through subordinates. Sorena W. 
Davis, Mr. Keiran’s secretary; W. B. Arun- 
del, assistant secretary of Van Duzer, and 
others. Orders for the examination of these 
subordinates have in most cases been re- 
turned unserved. The process servers in- 
sisted they could not be found. 

Representatives of some of the financial in- 
stitutions concerned in the loans of the de- 
funct company insisted their claims were 
abundantly secured and could not be set 
aside. They did not expect foreclosure pro- 
ceedings would be begun until the courts had 
made more progress in untangling the com- 
pany’s affairs. 


Shaw Tells His Experience. 

Leslie M. Shaw was heard from by tele- 
graph from Philadelphia. The Funding com- 
pany owes him 800,000.

Mr. Shaw, dy a monsignor of the Catholic 
church, who told me he had never met a gen- 
tleman of higher ideals. | Certainly the church 
authorities will soon get together and guar- 
antee the loss, which. m my estimation does 
not exceed $200,000 and which is a mere baga- 
telle compared to the value ot the record of 
2,000 years without a financial! scandal. 

My loans are fully covered by bonds 
which ape as safe as the pond of any gov- 
ernment on earth and margined with addi- 
tional notes at nearly 100 per cent. I think 
the same is true with most and likely all the 
bafiks and insurance companies.” 

One of the things discovered by the receiver 
was that the books contained an item of $116,- 
000 credited as estimated commissions on 
life insurance sold through the company and 
to run for twenty ye . 

It developed tonight in connection with the 
affairs of the Fidelity Funding company that 
rival receivers, state and federal, are now 
engaged in litigation for possession of the 
concern’s assets. Thomas F. Gilroy Jr., who 
is now acting as temporary state receiver, 
was appointed as such on Oct. 27. About two 
weeks later, on Nov. 12, application to the 
United States District court here, by several 
large creditors of the company, resulted in 
the appointment of Robert C. Morris as fed- 
eral received. Mr. Morris attempted to se- 
cure the assets and books of the company, 
but found State Receiver Gilroy already iz 
possession.

This was formed into the Spald- 
ing institute, named for Bishop Spalding of 
Peoria, and a magnificent $200,000 building 
was constructed on the high bluffs overlook- 
ing the Mississippi river with money obtained 
from Keiran. 


Put In All Improvements. 

This was followed by a power plant erected 
at a cost of $50,000, which can supply the 
town with electric light as well as the school, 
a parochial residence costing $80,000, and 
water works at an expense of $150,000. The 
latter is also able to furnish the village of 
1,500 people with the convenience of running 
water. The next step proposed was to build 
a new academy building, at a cost of $400,- 
000, and turm the present one over to the nuns 
for a convent. They occupy at present the 
old Mormon arsenal, built in the 408. 


Warrant for Keiran in Pittsburg. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 8.—Pittsburg police 
have had @ warrant for the arrest of P. J. 
Keiran of the Fidelity Funding company of 
New York for the last three weeks. The 
affidavit charges him with larceny and false 
pretense. 

A local charitable institution of the Roman 
Catholic church, the name of which the at- 
torneys in the case decline to make public, 
is the alleged sufferer through the pecula- 
tions charged and its probable loss is between 
$8,000 and $10,000. 

Local police early today heard that Keiran 
was in Washington and asked for his arrest 
there, but, it Is said, he left the capital be- 
fore the message was received. Authorities 
tonight said they had information which 
leads them to expect Keiran’s arrest in New 
York City before morning. 


KEIRAN’S WORK IN CHICAGO. 


Starts Operations Here, but Only Big 
Scheme Is De Paul Univer- 


sity Mortgage. 


P. T. Keiran, head of the insolvent Fidelity 
Funding company of New York, sought three 
years ago to interest several prominent 
Catholics of Chicago in his schemes and to 
form a large field of activity among the 
Roman Catholic institutions of this city and 
state. He started his operations in this city. 

So far as can be learned, however, he suc- 
ceeded only in taking the old St. Vincent's 
College association, now De Pau) university, 
Webster and Sheffield avenues, into his web. 
This concern is involved to the extent of 
$100,000 on mortgages on the college buildings 
hypothecated by Keiran in New York. There 
was $300,000 in the entire transaction, which 
coveréd the College theater building, but 
Keiran paid at least $200,000 of the loan. 

Keiran never made Chicago his residence, 
but three years ago he opened an offiée in the 
Rookery bulld@ing and tried to interest mi- 
nent Catholics. He did not do as well as he 
had expected and two years ago moved to 
New York. The office has been vacant for a 
year. 

Attorney. Charles L. Mahoney, a director 
in De Paul university, said understood 
Keiran’s capital 
$35,000. 

“The only way he could operate under this 
capital,“ said Mr. Mahoney, “* was to dispose 
of the mortgages after he had made a loan 
and taken the mortgage as security. It also 
was his custom, as I understand it, to take 
out twenty year life insurance endowment 
policies with which to pay off the mortgage. 
Last summer the Chicago bank through 
which he was clearing cut off his account. 

“De Paul university is invuivea only to 
the extent of being financed in the first place 
by the St. Vincent college corporation, 
which still is in existence. 

** Kieran came with the highest recom- 
mendations from bankers. He also was rec- 
ommended by one of the highest authorities 
in the church. He carried the priests away 
by his enthusiasm and vehemence. I do not 
think he was dishonest.” 

Officials of the De Paul university have 
suspected Kieran for several months and 
have had a lawyer at work drawing up pa- 
pers in the case and straightening out the 
entire account. This lawyer is William 
O'Neill. He is in Milwaukee at present, but ig 
expected in Chicago in a day or two.

Having organized its committees the meet- 
ing proceeded to instruct the literature com- 
mittee—Miss Addams chairman—to draft a 
petition to President Roosevelt demanding 
a new hearing for Rudowitz. Originally it 
was proposed to protest merely against the 
refugee’s extradition by the secretary of 
state, but Miss McLain urged that Commis- 
sioner Foote’s decision of last Saturday was 
“entirely against the testimony glven and 
that a hearing before another commissioner 
was the thing to demand.

TAFT INDORSES THE PLAN. 


National Conservation Commission 
Meeting at Washington Approves. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[{Special.]—An 
issue of government bonds for internal wa- 
terways and if necessary to support con- 
servation of the country’s national resources 
was publicly advocated today by President 
Roosevelt and tacitly assented to by Presi- 
dent Elect Taft. 

The president elect. presided at the joint 
meeting this afternoon under national con- 
servation commission auspices at the Belasco 
theater in this city at which President Roose- 
velt made the principal address. ä 

Gov. Chamberlain of Oregon voiced what 
seemed the advanced ground of the Demo- 
cratic party in advocacy of federal jurisdic- 
tion, and an audience which filled the theater 
and which included Andrew Carnegie, John 
Mitchell, senators, congressmen, and the 
governors of several states, applauded every 
sentiment expressed, 


Address of the President. 


President Roosevelt declared no service to 
the nation in time of peace could be of greater 
worth than that of the national conservation 
commission, charged with protecting the 
country’s natural resources of forest, field, 
and mine. 
It is the largest national task of today.“ 
said the speaker in reviewing the work be- 
gun by the governors last May at their White 
house meeting. Their declaration at thet 
time, the speaker said, “ should hang on the 
wall in every school.”’ 
The president then described the organiza- 
tion of the national conservation commission, 
„hose chief duty was to prepare an in- 
ventory of the natural resources of our coun- 
try.“ This inventory, or report, it was 
stated, would.be the basis of information to 
congress from the president. 
The commission was stated to consist of 
senators, representatives, members of execu- 
tive departmients, and public spirited private 
citizens familiar with particular resources. 
“It is wholly without funds, continued 
President Roosevelt, and it has, therefore, 
depended altogether on the public spirit of 
its members and the codperation of the ex- 
ecutive departments at Washington and in 
the several states. Its results will rank as 
as by far the most useful statement of the 
national resources ever prepared in any coun- 
try. 
Rivers and Harbors Congress. 
The president made special acknowledg- 
ment to national organizations concerned 
with national resources, the great en- 
gineering societies,” the southern commer- 
cial congress, and added: 
“A special word is due the national rivers 
and harbors congress. It is the one organ- 
ization that is advocating a waterway poli- 
cy and not a waterway project, and is na- 
tional in its scope. glts work, being strictly 
national and in no sense sectional, merits 
and should receive the support of our citi- 
sens. 
The president’ declared that waterways 
had been neglected more than any other 
natural resource. On this score he said: 
„Our waterways are deserted. The people 
are ready forachange. Let us have it, and 
at once. If we can pay the cost from current 
revenues let us do so. If not let us issue 
bands. By either method, let us have the 
waterways, and that quickly. The plan 
and the work can and should proceed to- 

ether. “While the work we are sure of is 
9 * begun, the plan for the rest can be 
prepared.” 

Sums Up His Conclusions. 

The president said in conclusion: 
** Forests and waterways cannot be sepa- 
rated. Forest protection and river develop- 
ment must go hand in hand. 
“The three things which should be done 
without any further delay are therefare, first, 
to provide for a comprehensive plan of water- 
way development; second, to begin at once on 
work already planned that will surely fit into 
the larger plan; third, to provide amply for 
forest protection against fire, against reck- 
less cutting, against wanton or reckless de- 
struction of all kinds, and fo secure the Ap- 
palachian and White mountain national for- 
ests without delay.“ .

Cuts Trained Men Out Entirely.

Secretary Cortelyou has found himself un- 
able to detall one of these trained men to help 
an internal revenue or customs inspector to 
run down frauds op the government. and the 
department of jusbce has been forced to or- 
ganize an entirely new division of investi- 
gators to take up the work begun by the se- 
eret service men. 
It will be remembered that in the early days 
of the prosecution of land frauds Senator 
Mitchell and Representative Williamson, 
among others, were run down by the secret 
service men. Their cases were cited to in- 
duce the congressmen to believe that this 
branch of the treasury department was being 
used to look into the private lives of the rep- 
resentatives of the people. This feature of 
the case was not touched upon publicly when 
a fight was made in the house of representa- 
tives at the last session, but President Roose- 
velt has not hesitated to bring it to the front. 


Leads All in Courage. 


It may be doubted if any president ever has 
had the courage to write such a paragraph 
as President Roosevelt included im his mes- 
sage today, when he said with characteristic 
frankness about Mr. Tawney’s amenc ment: 
“The chief argument in favor of the pro- 
vision was that the congressmen did not wish 
to be investigated by the secret service men. 
Little of such investigation has been done in 
the past; but it is true that the work of the 
secret service agents was partly responsible | 
for the indictment and conviction of a senator 
and a congressman for land frauds in Oregon. 
Ido not believe that it is in public interest 
to protect criminals in any branch of the pub- 
lic service, and exactly as we have again and 
again curing the last seyen years prosecuted 
and convicted such criminals who were in the 
executive branch of the government, so, in 
my belief, we should be given ample means to 
prosecute them if found in the legislative 
branch. 
But if this is not considered desirable. 
special exception could be made in the law 
prohibiting the use of the secret service for 
investigation of members of congress. It 
would be far better todo this than to do what 
actually was done, ane strive to prevent, or 
at least to hamper, effective action against 
criminals by the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment.” 


May Dare to Renew Fight. 
‘Under the Tawney amendment, which the 
president scores so severely, this extraordi- 
nary limitation on the activity of the secret 
service will céase with the conclusion of the 
present fiscal year. It is doubtful if the

BIG VOLUNTEER ARMY PLANNED. 


President Asks That Bill Affording Re- 
serves of Almost Any Number Be 
Passed by Congress. 


Washington, D. C.. Dec. 8.-An emergency 
volunteer army measure was advocated to- 
day by President Roosevelt in a special mes- 
sage sent to congress, and the draft of the 
bill accompanying the message was intro- 
duced in the senate by Mr Cullom. 

The president says the bill is intended to 
replace the present law, which was placed on 
the statute books “‘ piecemeal and hurriedly, 
partly on the eve of the war with Spain and 
partly after hostilities had actually com- 
menced.“ After déclaring the present law to 
be faulty and wholly inadequate to a speedy 
and proper organisation of a volunteer force 
the president says the bill proposed has the 
hearty approval of the war department. The 
message says further: 

It is designed to afford the complete ma- 
chinery by which, should we be confronted 
with a foreign war, the executive power 
could proceed at once to transform enthu- 
siastic and patriotic citizens into efficient 
and organized soldiers.“ 

The proposed bill is elastic; under its pro- 
visions a force of 2,000,000 men could be 
| raised as well as one of 50,000.

Previous Plan to Have 
Magnate Testify. 


Secrets of Transactions on 
the Pacific Coast. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.}—It was prac- 
tically decided today after a short session 
of the Standard Oil inquiry not to call Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, now under subpoena, nor 
James A. Moffett, president of the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana. Douglas Campbell 
of Standard’s counsel announced that if any 
more officials were called they would be of 
minor authority. 

This came athe afternoon session after a 
conference earlier in the day participated in 
by M. F. Elliott. ‘counsel of the 
Standard; John G. Milburn, and Morits 
Rosenthal. William Rockefeller was expect- 
ed to testify tomorrow. 

H. M. Tilford, president of the Standard 
Ou company of California, again was on 
the stand. Kellogg asked Tilford about a 
contract between the Union Ol company and 
the Pacific Coast Oil company, which Kel- 
logg had insisted provided for the purchase 
of 150,000 Varrele monthly from the Union 
by the Pacific Coast Oil company. 


Tilford Pleads the Earthquake. 
The witness said he had examined the copy 
supplied him by Mr. Kellogg, but not having 
seen the original he could not swear to its 
contents. The California earthquake, he 
said, had destroyed it. 

He had found the copy provided for 4 pur - 
chase of 150,000 barrels of oll every three 
months and not monthly, as had heen stated. 
The government lawyer glanced over the 
paper again and admitted he had misread it. 
Mr. Kellogg said Mr. Tilford should be able 
to recall the various provisions of such a 
contract.

Kellogg tried to get the witness 
to admit that the price of oil in Los Angeles 
had been increased after the Standard Oi} 
hed entered into a contract with the Puenita 
Refining company and that in 1904, when the 
contract expired with the Puenita and that 
company was again marketing its own oil, 
the price dropped to 9 cents. According to 
Tilford the drop in price was not due to con- 
ditions mentioned by Kellogg. 
Mr. Rosenthal, questioning Mr. Tilford, 
brought out the fact that when the capital of 
the Standard of California was increased an 
additional $16,000,000 had been contributed in 
cash by the Standard company of New Jer- 
sey. No dividends had been paid for Alx 
years, Mr. Tiiford explained, as the profits 
of the company had been absorbed in the 
business. 
The first dividend of $6 a share was paid in 
1906. The company’s assets, according to its 
last balance sheet, showed $21,000,000, as he 
recalled it.

CHURCHES FIGHT THE NAVY 


Philadelphia Conference Opposes 
More Armaments. 


PROF. ROGERS CALLS A HALT. 


Denounces What He Terms Mad Ri- 
valry with Europe. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 8.—The first federal 
council of the Churches of Christ in America, 
organized to further the movement of unit 
of action among the Protestant denomina- 
tions in the interest of spreading the gospel, 
today adopted strong resolutions at the final 
session in opposition to increased armament 
by the nations of the earth. 

A feature of the session was an address by 
Prof. Henry Wade Rogers of Yale university, 
who said the time was at hand for obligatory 
arbitration of disputes between the nations.

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SUBSIDEWALK TAX 


Charter Committee Adopts a 
Recommendation to Discon- 
tinue This Revenue. 


TILT ENLIVENS DEBATE. 


Four Per Cent of Property Valu- 
ation Is Fixed as Limit for 
Issuing Bonds. 


The charter cOmmittee yesterday adopted 
a recommendation of the city revenue sub- 
committee that no compensation be exacted 
by the city for subsidewalk space. The sub- 
ject was enlivened by a spirited debate, in 
which a sharp tilt occurred between Frank 
G. Hoyne of the Chicago real estate board 
and Ald. Snow . 


The champions of compensation pointed 
out that New York and other cities obtained 
a considerable annual revenue from the users 
of subsidewalk space and that Chicago's 
revenue from that source would amount to 
at least $200,000 a year under an effective 
administration of the ordinance. It was 
shown that at present the city gets a revenue 
of $43,000 annually from subsidewalk space, 
$27,000 of which is from downtown users. 


Bond Issuing Limit Fixed. 


Prior to taking up the subsidewalk ques- 
tion the committee adopted a recommenda- 
tion fixing 4 per cent of the total valuation as 
the limit up to which the city may issue 
bonds. This is a reduction of 1 per cent from 
the limit provided for in the original charter 
draft and reduces the possible bonded imdebt- 
édness from $119,250,000 to $95,400,000. The 
present bonded indebtedness of the city is 

000.000. * 

In the matter of street paving the commit 
tee Incorporated a section providing that in 
the first repavement of streets subsequent to 
the adoption of the charter the city shall pay 
10 per cent of the cost and on the second re- 
pavement 50 per cent. 

Health Commissioner W. A. Evans ap- 
peared before the committee and obtained 
the adoption of an amendment to the section 
covering the city’s police powers. The amend- 
ment provides that the city health depart- 
ment may regulate all nuisances and make 
necessary changes on premises involving an 
expense not to exceed $200. 


Opposes Civil Service Clause. 


Attorney Frank Bush, representing the 
Civil Service league, argued against the 
adoption of a proposed clause providing that 
heads of departments may discharge civil 
service employés for cause.

ple, through their representatives, 83 
in this matter. It is hard to say whether most 
damage to the country at large would come 
from entire failure on the part of the public 
to supervise and control the actions of the 
great corporations, or from the exercise of 
the necessary governmental power in a way 
which would do injustice and wrong to the 
corporations. Both the preachers of an un- 
restricted individualism, and the preachers of 
an oppression which would deny to able men 
of business the just reward of their initiative 
and business sagacity, are advocating policies 
that would be fraught with the gravest harm 
to the whole country. To permit every law- | 
less capitalist, every law defying corpora- 
tion, to take any action, no matter how iniqul- 
tous, in the effort to secure an improper profit 
and to build up privilege, would be ruinous 
to the republic and would mark the abandon- 
ment of the effort to secure in the industrial 
world the spirit of democratic fair dealing. 

On the other band, to attack these wrongs in 
that spirit of demagogy which can see wrong 
only when committed by the man of wealth, 
and is dumb and blind in the presence of 
wrong committed against men of property or 
by men of no property, is exactly ae evil 
as corruptly to defend the wrongdoing of 
men of wealth. The war we wage must be 
waged against miconduct, against wrongdo- 
ing wherever i found; and we must stand 
heartily for the rights of every decent man, 
‘whether he be a man of great wealth or a 
man who earns his livelitiood as a wage work- 
er or a tiller of the soil. 


To Protect Individuals. 


It is to the interest of all of us that there 
should be a premium put upon indivie ual 
Initiative and individual capacity, and an 
ample reward for the great directing inte- 
gences alone competent to manage the great 
business operations of today. It is well to 
keep in mind that exactly as the anarchist 
is the worst enemy of. liberty and the reac- 
tionary the worst enemy of order, so the men 
who defend the rights of property have most 
to fear from the wrongdoers of great wealth, 
and the men who are championing popular 
rights have most to fear from the dema- 
gogues who in the name of popular rights 
would do wrong to and oppress honest, bust- 
ness men, honest men of wealth; for the suc- 
cess of either type of wrongdoer necessarily 
invites a violent reaction against the cause 
the wrongdoer nominally upholds. In point 
of danger to the nation there is nothing to 
choose between on the one hand the corrup- 
tionist, the bribe giver, the bribe taker. the 
man who employs his great talen to swindle 
his fellow citizens on a large scale anc. on 
the other hand, the preacher of class hetred. 
the man who, whether from ignorance or 
from willingness to sacrifice his country to 
his ambition. persuades well meaning but 
wrong headed mem to try to destroy the in- 
struments upon which our prosperity mainly 
rests. 

Let each group of men beware of and 
guard“ against the shortcomings to which 


that group is itself most Mable. Too often we 


see the business community in a spirit of 
unhealthy class consciousness deplore the 
effort to hold to account under the law the 
wealthy men who in their management of 
great corporations, whether ratlroads, street 
railways. or other industrial enterprises, 
have behaved in a way that revolts the con- 
science of the plain, decent people. Such 
an attitude cannot be condemned too severe- 
ly, for men of property should recognize that 
they jeopardize the rights of property when 
they fail heartily to join in the effort to qo 
away with the abuses of wealth. 

On the other hand, those who advocate 
proper control on behalf of the public, 
through the state, of these great cor- 
porations, and of the wealth engaged 
on a giant scale in business operations. 
must ever keep in mind that unless they 
do scrupulous justice to the corporation. 
unless they permit ample profit, anc-cordially 
encourage capable men of business. so long 
as they act with honesty, they are striking 
at the root of our ‘national well being: for 


jn the long run, under the mere pressure of 


material distress, the people as a whole would 

probably go back to the reiga of an unre- 

stricted individualism rather than submit 

to a control by the state so drastic and so 

foolish, conceived in a spirit of such unTea- 
sonable and narrow hostility to wealth, as 

to prevent business operations from being 

profitable, and therefore to bring ruin upon 

the entire business community, and ultimete- 

ly upon the entire body of citizens. 


Appeal to State Rights. 


The opposition to government contro! of 
these great corporations makes its most ef- 
fective effort In the shape of an appealtothe 
old doctrine of state rights. Of course there 
are many sincére men who now believe in 
unrestricted individualism in business, just 
as there were formerly many sincere men 
who believed in slavery—that is, in the unre- 


stricted right of an individual to own another 


individual. These men do not by themselves 
have great weigtt, however. The effective 
fight against adequate government control 
and supervision of individual, and especially 
of corporate, wealth engaged in interstate 
business is chiefly done under cover, and es- 
pecially under cover of an appeal to state 
rights. It is not at all infrequent to read in 
the same speech a denunciation of predatory 
wealth fostered by. special. privilege and de- 
flant of both the public welfare and law of 
the land, and a denunciation of centralization 
in the central government of the power to 
deal with this centralized and organized 
wealth. Of course the policy set forth in such 
twin denunciations amounts to absolutely 
nothing, for the first halt is nullified by the 
second half. 

The chief reason among the many sound 
and compeHing reasons that led to the 
formation of the national government was 
the absolute need that the union, and not 
the several states, should deal with inter- 
state and foreign commerce; and the power 
to deal with interstate commerce was grant- 
ed absolutely and plenarily to the central 
government and was exercised completely as 
regards the only instruments of interstate 
commerce known in those days—the water- 
ways, the highroads, as well as the partner- 
ships of individuals who then conducted all of 
what business there was. Interstate com- 
merce is now chiefly conducted by railroads, 
and the great corporation has supplanted the 
mass of small partnerships or individuals. 
The proposal to make the national govern- 
ment supreme over, and therefore to give it 
complete control over, the railroads and oth- 
er instruments of interstate commerce is 
merely a proposal to carry out to the letter 
one of the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which the constitution was 
founded. It does not represent centraliza- 
tion. It represents merely the acknowledg- 
ment of the patent fact that centralization 
has already come in business. . 

If this irresponsible outside business power 
is to be controlled in the interest of the 
general public it can only be controlled 
in one way, by giving adequate power 
of control to the one sovereignty ca- 
pable of exercising such power—the na- 
tional government. Forty or fifty separate 
state governments cannot exercise that pow- 
er over corporations doing business in most 
or all of them; first, because they absolutely 
lack the authority to deal with interstate 
business in any form, and, second, because 
of the inevitable conflict of autfforſty sure to 
arise in the effort to enforce different kinds 
of state regulation, often inconsistent with 
one another and sometimes oppressive in 
themselves. Such divided authority cannot 
regulate commerce with wisdom and effect. 
The central government is the only power 
which, without oppression, can nevertheless 
thoroughly and adequately control and su- 
pervise the large corporations. To abandon 
the effort for national control means to aban- 
don the effort for all adequate control and yet 
to render likely continual bursts of action by 
state ara. which cannot achieve the 
purpose sought for, but which can do a great 
deal of damage to the corporation without 
conferring any real benefit on the public. 


Big Firms Coming to Time. 


I believe that the more farsighted corpora- 
tions are themselves coming to recognize the 
unwisdom of the violent hostility they have 
displayed during the last few years to regu- 
lation and control by the national govern- 
ment of combinations engaged in interstate 
business. The truth is that we who beliéve 
in this movement of asserting and exercising 
a genuine control, in the public interest, over 
these great corporations

We 
believe that the administration should be for 
the benefit of the many; and that greed and 
rascality practiced on a large scale should 
be punished relentlessly as if practiced on a 
smal scale. 

We do not for a moment believe that the 
problem will be solved by any short and easy 
method. The solution will come only by 
pressing various concurrent remedies. Some 
of these remedies must lie outside the domain 
ofall government. Some must lie outside the 
domain of the federal government. But there 
is legislation which the federal government 
alone can enact, and which is absolutely vital 
in order to secure the attainment of our pur- 
pose. Many laws are needed. There should 
be regulation by the national government of 
the great interstate corporations, including 
a simple method of account keeping, public- 
ity, supervision of the issue of securities, alp- 
lition of rebates, and of special privileges. 
There should be short time franchises for all 
corporations engaged in public business, in- 
cluding the corporations which get power 
from water rights. There should be national 
as well as state guardianship of mines and 
forests. The labor legislation hereinafter re- 
ferred to should concurrently be enacted into 
law. 


Central@®ower Already Exists. 


To accomplish this means, of course, 3 
certain increase in the use of—not the crea- 
tion of—power, by the central government. 

he power already exists; it does not have 
to be created; the only question is whether 
it shall be used or left idle—and meanwhile 
the -orporations over which the power ought 
to d, exercised will not remain idle. Let 
those who object to this increase in the use 
of the only power available, the national 
power, be frank, and admit openly that they 
propose to abandon any effort to control the 
great business corporations and to exercise 
supervision over the accumulation and dis- 
tribution of wealth; for such supervision and 
control can only come through this particular 
kind of increase of power. We no more be- 


solutely unrestrained individualism than we 
do in that empiricism which elamors for a 

adening socialism which would destroy all 
ndividual initiative and would ruin the 
country with a completeness that not even 
an unrestrained individualism itself could 
achieve. 

The danger to American democracy lies 
not in the least in the concentration of 
administrative power in responsible and ac- 
countabie hands. It lies in having the power 
insufficiently concentrated, so that no one can 
be held responsible to the people for its use. 
Concentrated power is palpable, visible, re- 
sponsible, easily reached, quickly held to 
account. Power scattered through many ad- 
ministrators, many legislators, many men 
who work behind and through legislators and 
administrators, is tmpalpable, is unseen, is 
irresponsible, cannot be reached, cannot be 
held to account. Democracy is in peril 
wherever the administration of political 
power is scattered among à variety of men 
who work in secret, whose very names are 
unknown to the common people. It is not 
in peril from any man who derives authority 
from the people, who exercises it in sight of 
the people, and who is from time to time com- 
pelled to give an account of its exercise to the 


people. 


“ASKS ATTENTION TO LABOR. 


Effort Toward Reform Made by 
Workers Should Receive Considera- 
tion. 


There are mafly matters affecting labor and 
the status of the wageworker to which I 
should like to draw your attention, but an 
exhaustive discussion of the problem in all its 
aspects is not now necessary. This adminis- 
tration is nearing its end, and, moreover, 
under our form of government the solution of 
the problem depends upon the action of the 
states as much as upon the action of the na- 
tion. Nevertheless, there are certaih consid- 
erations which I wish to set before you, be- 
cause I hope that our people will more and 
more keep them in mind. A blind and igno- 
rant resistance to every effort for the reform 
of abuses and for the readjustment of society 
to modern industrial conditions represents 
not true conservatism but an incitement to 


and wise conservatism go hand in hand, one 
bent on progress, the other bent on seeing 
that no change is made unless in the right di- 
rection. 

I believe in a steady effort, or perhaps 
it would be nfbre accurate to say in 
steady efforts in many differentdirections, to 
bring about a condition of affairs under 
which the men who work with hand or with 
brain, the laborers, the superintendents, the 
men who produce for the market and the 
men who find a market for the articles pro- 
duced, shall own a far greater share than at 
present of the wealth they produce and be 
enabled to invest it in the tools and instru- 
ments by which all work is carried on. As far 
as possible I hope to see a frank recognition 
of the advantages conferred by machinery, 
organization, and division of labor, accompa- 
nied by an effort to bring about a larger share 
in the ownership by wageworker of railway, 
mill, and factory. In farming this simply 
means that we wish to see the farmer own 
his own land; we do not wish to see the farms 
so large that they become the property of 
absentee landlords who farm them by ten- 
ants, nor yet so small that the farmer be- 
comes like a European peasant. Again, the 
depositors in our savings banks now number 
over one-tenth of our entire population. 
These are all capitalists, who through the 
savings bauks loan their money to the work- 
ers—that is, in many cases to themselves— 
to carry on their various industries. 

The more we increasetheir number the more 
we introduce the principles of codperation into 
our industry. Every increase in the number 
of small stockholders in corporations is a 
good thing for the same reasons, and where 
the employés are the stockholders the result 
is particularly good. Much of this movement 
must be outside of anything that can be ac- 
complished by legislation, but legislation can 
do a good deal» Postal savings banks will 
make it easy for the poorest to keep their sav- 
ings in absolute safety. The regulation of 
the national highways must be such that 
they shall serve all people with equal justice. 
Corporate finances must be supervised so as 
to make it far safer than at present for the 
man of small means to invest his money in 
stocks. . 

There must be prohibition of child labor, 
diminution of woman labor, ‘shortening of 
hours of all mechanical labor, stock wa- 
tering should be prohibited, and 
gambling so far as is possible discouraged. 
There should be a progressive inheritance 
tax on large fortunes. Industria] education 
should be encouraged. As far as possible 
we should lighten the burden of taxation on 
the small man. We should put a premium 
upon thrift, hard work, and business energy: 
but these qualities cease to be the main fac- 
tors in accumulating a fortune long before 
that fortune reaches a point where it would 
be seriously affected by any inheritance tax 
such as I propose. It is eminently right that 
the nation should fix the terms upon which 
the great fortunes are inherited. They rare- 
ly do good and they often do harm to those 
who inherit them in their entirety, 


CARE FOR INJURED EMPLOYES. 


Wage Workers Must Have Rights 
Secured for Them by Law. 


The above is the merest sketch, hardly even 
a sketch in outline, of the reforms for which 
we should work. But there is one matter 
with which the congress should deal at this 
session, There should no longer be any pal-

The object 
sought for could be achieved to a measurable 
degree, as far as those killed or crippled are 


concerned, by proper. employers’ liability 


laws. 


The number of accidents 


| which result in the death or crippling of 


wageworkers, in the union at large, is simply 
appalling; in a few years it runs up to a total 
far in excess of the aggregate of the dead and 
wounded in any modern war. No academic 
theory about freedom of contract or 
constitutional liberty to contract should 
be permitted to interfere with this and simi- 
lar movements. Progress in civilization has 
everywhere meant a limitation and regula- 
tion of contract. I cali your especial atten- 
tion to the bulletin of the bureau of labor, 
which gives a statement of the methods of 
treating the unemployed in coun- 
tries, as this is a subject which in Germany, 
for instance, is treated in connection with 
making provision for worn out and crippled 
workmen, 


Present Law Too Narrow. 


Pending a thoroughgoing investigation and 
action there is certain legislation which 
should be enacted at once. The law, passed 
at the last session of the congress, granting 
compensation to certain classes of employés 
of the government should be extended to in- 
clude all employés of the government, and 
should be made more liberal in its terms. 
There is no good ground for the distinction 
made in the law between those engaged in 
hazardous occupations and those not so en- 
gaged. If a man is injured or killed in any 
line of work it was hazardous in his cage. 
Whether 1 per cent or 10 per cent of those 
following a given occupation actually suffer 
injury ot death ought not to have any bearing 
on the question of their receiving compensa- 
tion. It is a grim logic which says to an in- 
jured employé or to the dependents of one 
killed that he.or they are entitled to no com- 
pensation because few people other than he 
have been injured or killed in that occupa- 
tion. Perhaps one of the most striking omis- 
siong in the law is that it does not embrace 
peace officers and others whose lives may be 
sacrificed in enforcing the laws of the United 
States. The terms of the act providing com- 
pensation should be made more liberal than in 
the present act. A year’s compensation is 
not adequate for a wage earner’s family in 
the event of his death by accident in the 
course of his employment. And in the event 
of death occurring, say, ten or eleven months 
after the accident, the family would only re- 
ceive as compensation the equivalent of one 
or two months’ earnings. In this respect the 
generosity of the United States towards its 
employés compares most unfavorably with 
that of every country in Europe—even the 
pooreet. 

The terms of the act are also a hardship in 
prohibiting payment in cases where the acci- 
dent ie in any way due to the negligence of 
the employé It is inevitable that daily 
familiarity with danger will lead men to take 
chances that can be construed into negi- 
gence. So well is this recognized that in 
practically all countries in the civilized world, 
except in the United States, only a great 
degree of negligence acts as a bar to securing 
compensation. Probably in no other respect 
is our legislatiqn, both state and national, so 
far behind practically the entire civilised 
world as in the matter of liability and com- 
pensation for accidents in industry. It is 
humiliating that at European internationa! 
congresses on accidents the United States 
should be singled out as the most belated 
among the nations in respect to employers’ 
liability legislation. This government is it- 
self a large employer of labor, and in its 
dealings with its employés it should set a 
standard in this country which would place 
it on a par with the most progressive coun- 
tries in Europe. The lawe of the United 
States In this respect and the laws of Euro- 
pean countries have been summarized in a 
recemt bulletin of the bureau of labor, and no 
American who reads this summary can fail 
to be struck by the great contrast between 
our practices and theirs—a contrast not in 
any sense to our credit. ¢ 


COURTS NEED NEW LAWS. 


Judges Salaries Should Be Increased 


and Abuses Corrected. 


I most earnestly urge upon the congress 
the duty of increasing the totally inadequate 
salaries now given to our judges. On the 
whole, there is no body of public servants 
who do as valuable work, nor whose moneyed 
reward is so inadequate compared to their 
work. Beginning with the Supreme court the 
judges should have their salaries doubled. 
It is not befitting the dignity of the nation 
that its most honored public servants should 
be paid sums so small compared to what they 
would earn in private life that the perfor- 
mance of public service by men implies 
an exceedingly heavy pecuniary sacrifice. 

It is earnestly to be desired that some 
method should be devised for doing away 
with the long delays which now obtain in the 
administration of justice, and which operate 
with peculiar severity against persons of 
small means, and favor only the criminals 
whom it is most desirable to punish. These 
long delays in the final decisions of cases 
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servedly condemned; while the right to carry 
on a businese was explicitly taken out from 
under that protection which the law throws 


over property. The demand was made that. 


there should be trial by jury in contempt 
cases, thereby most seriously impeiring the 
authority of the courts. All this represented 
a course of policy which, if carried out, would 
mean the ‘enthronement of class privilege in 
its crudest and most brutal form and the 
destruction of one of the most essential func- 
tions of the judiciary in all civilized lands. 


Must Seek What Is Right. 

The violence of the crusade for this legisie- 
tion and ite complete failure illustrate two 
truths which it is essential our people should 
learn. In the first place, they ought to teach 
the workingman, the laborer, the wagework- 
er, that by demanding what is improper and 
impossible he plays into the hands of his foes. 
Such a crude and vicious attack upon the 
courts, even if it were temporarily success- 
ful, would inevitably in the end cause a vio- 
lent reaction and would band the great mass 
of citizens together, forcing them to stand 
by all the judges, competent and incompetent 
alike, rather than to see the wheels of justice 
stopped. A movement of this kind can uiti- 
mately result in nothing but damage to those 
in whose behalf it is nominally undertaken. 


This is a most healthy truth, which it is wise. 


for all our people to learn. Any movement 
based on that class hatred which at times as- 
sumes the name of class consciousness "’ Is 
certain ultimately to fail, and if it tempo- 
rarily succeeds to do far reaching damage. 
“Class consciousness,’ where it is merely 
another name for the odious vice of class 
selfishness, is equally noxious whether in an 
employer's association or in a workingman's 
association. 

The mevement in question was one in 
which the appeal was made to all working- 
men to vote primarily not as Ameri- 
can citizens but as individuals of a certain 
class in society. Such an appeal in the first 
place revolts the more high minded and far 
sighted among the persons to whom it is ad- 
dressed, and in the second place tends to 
arouse a strong antagonism among all other 
clasees of citizens, whom it therefore tends to 
unite against the organization on whose be- 
half it is issued. The result is therefore un- 
fortunate from every standpoint. This 
healthy truth, by the way, will be learned by 
the socialists if they ever succeed in estab- 
lishing in this country an important national 
party based on such class consciousness and 
selfish class Interest. 

The wageworkers, the workingmen, the 
laboring men of the country by the way in 


| which they repudiated the effort to get them 


to cast their votes ifNeesponse to an appeal to 
class hatred have .emphasized their sound 
patriotism and Americanism. The whole 
country has cause to feel pride in this atti- 
tude of sturdy independence, in this uncom- 
promising insistence upon acting simply as 
good citizens, as good Americans, without 
regard to fancied and improper—class in- 
teresis. Such an attitude is an object lesson 
in good citizenship to the entire nation. 


at Good Judges Real Bulwark. 

But the extreme reactionaries, the persons 
who blind themselves to the wrongs now 
and then committed by the courts on laboring 
men, should also think seriously as to what 
such a movement as this portends.. The 
judges who have shown themselves able and 
willing effectively to check the dishonest 
activity of the rich man who works iniquity 
by the mismanagement of corporations, who 
have shown themselves alert to do justice 
to the wageworker, and sympathetic with 
the needs of the mass of our people, so that 
the dweller in the tenement houses, the man 
who practices a dangerous trade, thé man 
who is crushed by excessive hours of labor, 
feel that their needs are understood by the 
courts—these judges are the real bulwark 
of the courts; these judges, the judges of 
the stamp of the president elect, who have 
been fearless in opposing labor when it has 
gone wrong, but fearless also in holding to 
strict account corporations that work iniquity 
and far sighted in seeing that the working- 
man gets his rights, are the men of all others 
to whom we owe it that the appeal for such 
violent and mistaken legislation has fallen

Their function is to interpret the laws. The 
legislators are responsible for the laws, the 
Judges for the spirit in which they interpret 
and enforce the laws. We stand aloof from 
the reckless agitators who would make the 
judges mere pllant tools of popular prejudice 
and passion, and we stand aloof from those 
equally unwise partisans of reaction and 
Privilege who deny the proposition that, in- 
asmuch as judges are chosen to serve the in- 
terests of the whole people, they should strive 
to find out what those interests are, and, 50 
far as they conscientiously can, should strive 
to give effect to popular conviction when 
deliberately and duly expressed by the law- 
making body. The courts are to be higbly 
commended and stanchly upheld when they 
set their faces against wrongdoing or tyran- 
ny by a majority; but they are to be blamed 
when they fail to recognize under a govern- 
ment like ours the deliberate judgment of 
the majority as to a matter of legitimate 
= when duly expressed by the legisla- 
ure. 

Such lawfully- expressed and deliberate 
judgment should be given effect by the 
courts save in the extreme and excep- 
tional cases where there has been a clear 
violation of a constitutional provision. Any- 
thing like frivolity or wantonness in upset- 
ting such clearly taken governmental action 
is a grave offense against the republic. To 
protest against tyranny, to protect minorities 
from oppression, to nulkfy an act commit- 
ted in a spasm of popular fury is to render a 
service to the republic. But for the courts 
to arrogate to themselves functions which 
properly belong to the legislative bodies is 
all wrong and in the end works mischief. 


Must Repeal Bad Laws. 
The people should not be permitted to par- 
don evil and slipshod legislation on the theory 
that the court will set it right; they should be 
taught that the right way to get rid of a bad 
law is to have the iegisiature repeal it and 
not to have the courts by ingenious hair 
splitting nullify it. A law may be unwise 


difficult to have patience with the arguments 
of these persons. Thanks to our own reck- 


we now take can, et least for many years, 
undo the mischief that basalready been done. 
But we can prevent further mischief being 
done; and it would be in the highest degree 
reprehensible to let any consideration of tem- 
porary convenience or temporary cost mter- 
fere with such action, especially as regards 
the national forests which the netion can 
now, at this moment, control. 

Nothing should be permitted to stand 
in the way of the preservation ‘of the 
forests, and it is criminal to permit individ- 
uals to purchase a little gain for themselves 
through the destruction of forests when this 
destruction is fatal to the wellbeing of the 
whole country in the future. 


Must Have Inland Navigation. 

Action should be begun forthwith, during 
the present session of the congress, for the 
improvement of our inland waterwaye—ac- 
tion which will result in giving us not only 
navigable but navigated rivers. We have 
spent hundreds of millions of dollars upon 
these waterways, yet the traffic on nearly all 
of them is steadily declining. This condition 
ls the direct result of the absence of any 
comprehensive and far seeing plan of water- 
way improvement. Obviously we cannot 
continue thus to expend the revenues of the 
government without return. It ia poor busi- 
hess to spend money for inland navigation 
unless we get it. 

Inquiry into the condition of the Mississipp! 
and its principal tributaries reveals many 
instances of the utter waste caused by the 
methods which have hitherto obtained for 
the so-called improvement of navigation. 

Such shortsighted, vacillating, and futile 
methods are accompanied by decreasing wa- 
ter borne commerce and increasing traffic 
congestion on land, by increasing floode, and 


‘the waste of public money. 


Until the work of river improvement is 
undertaken in a modern way it cannot have 
results that will meet the needs of this mod- 
ern nation. These needs should be met with- 
out further dilly-dallying or delay. . The 
plan which promises the best and quickest 
results is that of a permanent commission 
authorized to cotrdinate the work of all the 
government departments relating to water- 
ways, and to frame and supervise the exe- 
cution of a comprehensive plan.

Hany Cases Against Workers. 
here are certain decisions by various 
doourts which have been exceedingly detri- 
mental to the rights of wageworkers. This is 
true of all the decisions that decide that men 
mad women are, by the constitution, guar- 
' anteed their liberty” to contract to enter a 
dangerous occupation, or to work an unde- 
Kade or improper number of hours, or to 
vwork in unhealthy surroundings; and there- 


ing and guiding the people so that what they 
will all be right, and not in devising means 
to defeat their will by the technicalities of 
strained construction. 

For many of the shortcomings of justice in 
our country our people as a whole are them- 
selves to blame, and the jucges and juries 
merely bear their share together with the 
public as a whole. It is discreditable to us as 
a people that there should he difficulty in con- 
victing murderers, or in bringing to justice 
men who as public servants have been guilty 
of corruption, or who have profited by the 
corruption of public servants. The result 
is equally unfortunate, whether due to hair- 
splitting technicalities in the interpretation 
of law by judges, to sentimentality and class 
consciousness on the part of juries, or to hys- 
teria and sensationalism in the daily press. 
For much of this failure of justice no respon- 
sibility whatever lies on rich men as such. 
We who make up the mass of the people can- 
not shift the responsibility from our own 


Last year an amendment was incorporated 
in the measure providing for the secret serv- 
ice, which provided that there should de no 
detail from the secret service and no transfer 
therefrom It is not too much to say that 
this amendment has been of benefit only, and 
could be of benefit only, to the criminal 
classes. If deliberately introduced for the 
purpose of diminishing the effectiveness of 
war against crime it could not have been bet- 
ter devised to this end. 

The chief argument in favor of the pro- 
vision was that the congressmen did not 
themselves wish to be investigated by se- 
cret service men. Little of such investi- 
gation has been done in the past; but it 
is true that the work of the secret serv- 
ice agents was partly responsible for the 
indictment and conviction of a senator and 
a congressmen for land frauds in Oregon. 
I do not believe that it is in the public 
interest to protect criminals in any 


staff. There is literally no excuse whatever 
for continuing the present bureau organiza- 
tion of the navy.

Our great clusters of corporations, huge 
trusts, and fabulously wealthy multimil- 
lionaires, employ the very best lawyers they 
can obtain to pick flaws in these statutes 
after their passage; but they also employ a 
class of secret agents who seek, under the 
advice of experts, to render hostile legisla- 
tion innocuous by making it unconstitutional, 
often through the ingertion of what appear 
on their face to be drastic and sweeping 
provisions against the interests of the parties 
inspiring them; while the demagogues, the 
corrupt creatures who introduce blackmall-

The result is that money is kept in 
hiding and unemployed.

Nevertheless it is a document which 
will be read by a nation of ninety mil- 
lions, and will convey to the collective 
mind ideas which will fructify widely. 
It is, mm other words, an utterance of 
great moment, which will have a per- 
vasive and lasting effect upon the social 
and political present and future of the 
republic. President Roosevelt, as he 
himself has said, does not try to com- 
pel, but to lead public opinion, and his 
practical etatesmanship has kept him 
from getting too far away from those he 
leads. Hie messages, and very notably 
his latest message, are remarkable ex- 
pressions of the newer convictions and 
aspirations of the American people. They 
are essays in practical democracy, form- 
ulating the better purposes and aspira- 
tions of our people, and leading us on to 
dur next stage of development. The 
sophisticated and the cynic may sneer 
at their truisms, but in public documents 
and as militant expressions of practical 
political policy these truisms are dynamic 
facts to be dealt with. 

The present message is in some degree 
a review of the ptesident’s main posi- 
tion, but it represents an advance of that 
position which will be found more sig 
nificant in the retrospect than it does per- 
haps now. 8 

The president’s reference to the in- 
compatibility of the Demooratic party's 
positions on centralization and on the 
trust problem ie more epecific than ever. 
They are “twin denunciations,” as he 
declares, which nullify each other. It is 
well at this time to have it driven home, 
even at the expense of reiteration, that 
centralization in business has taken place 
in large measure and must be met, in 90 
far as it needs to be controlled in the 
public interest, by the central govern- 
ment. It is well aleo to have it recog- 
nised that combination and concentration 
are an inevitable economic tendency, to 
be accepted and taken advantage of, not 
wildly and disastrously tilted against. It 
is well also that certain interests of the 
nation which transcend state lnes—like 
the conservation of our great national 
resources—must be dealt with by the 
national government and from the na- 
tional point of view. 

The president does well to repeat forci- 
bly these important facts of our eco- 
nomie and political present, and to re- 


mind the American people that the na- 


tional power was created by the found- 
ers of thie nation for the express purpose 
of meeting all national needs as they 
should develop. 

The message also is significhnt in em- 
phasizing the importance of a recogni- 
tion by the courts of certain social 
facts to which they are called upon to 
apply the enduring principles of our law. 
The palpable injustice and profound so- 
cial and political unwisdom of the rulings 
Against work hour laws on the ground 
of preserving the freedom of contract, 
and the etill greater wrong of that inter- 
pretation of the do¢trine of assumed risk 
which nullifies safety appliance laws, and 
which the sound judgment and humanity 
of the president elect brushed aside in the 
Narramore case—these mistakes of cer- 
tain of our courts illustrate the legal 
mind at its narrowest and accentuate 
the vital importance of a judiciary which 
shall be im touch with the controlling 
facta of the social organism and not 
a mere automatic follower of literal 
precedent. “ The letter killeth, the spirit 
giveth life,” and nothing puts a greater 
strain upon the respect due to our courts 
than a literaliem which defies the com- 
mon sense of fact and the common sense 
of justice of the people. 

The president devotes much of his 
pace to his cherished movement for the 
conservation of the forests and the com- 
prehensive development of our inland 
waterways, approves the postal savings 
bank and the parcels post experiment, 
and makes some recommendations as to 
natural health measures, education, the 
nationa] guard, army and navy reorgan- 
ization, but his position on these matters 
is well known and need not be discussed 
at this time. 

The expressions on progress in the 
Philippines, citizenship for Porto Ricans, 
and Ouban independence were also an- 
ticipated. The president undoubtedly ut- 
ters the thought of the nation when he 
says of the Cubans: Our earnest hope 
and one desire is that the people of the 
Meland shall now govern themselves with 
justice, so that peace and order may be 
gecure. We will gladly help them to 
this end, but I would solemnly warn 
them to remember the great truth that 
the only way a people can permanently 
avoid being governed from without is to 
show that they both can and will gov- 
ern themselves from within.”

THE WAYMAN-LOESCH INCIDENT. 

State’s Attorney Wayman's determina- 
tion to have the status of Special State's 
Attorney Loesch and his own official re 
lation to the ballot fraud prosecution defi- 
nitely and authoritatively established at 
the earliest possible moment is in itself 
natural and desirable. But his method 
was tactless and without proper consider- 
ation of the possibilities of public misin- 
terpreta tion. 

The incident is deplorable not only be- 
cause it lays Mr. Wayman open to unjust 
suspicion of hostility to the exposure and 
punishment of fraud, and therefore in 
some degree must weaken the confidence 
of a considerable part of the public in 
his administration, but it has probably 
given rise to feeling between the special 
attorney and himself which is not con-

Both results might and should have been 
avoided by a friendly submission of the 
law points Involved to the court. 

It i¢ to be hoped, however, that the 
incident will pass as a mistake of judg- 
ment and temperament. Both Mr. Way- 
man and Mr. Loesch are men of charac- 
ter whose sense of duty and interest in 
the public welfare should be relied upon 
to compose any differences that may

last year visited South America, the Brazilian 
government, however, declining to permit 
him to land or to cross its borders. 

He spent nearly a year in this country, 
where he was extensively entertained in all 
the leading cities which he visited, and being 
possessed of a spirit of adventure, is likely 
to be heard of again. His father is the Comte 
d Ru, son of the late duc de Nemours and 
grandson of King Louis Philippe of France.

Readers of these letters would do well to 
take note of the fact that the government 
and legislature of Luxemburg, having in view 
the fact that the grand duke is completely 
paralyzed, moribund, and that his mind is 
entirely gone beyond the possibility of re- 
covery, have vested the permanent regency 
of the country in the wife of the grand duke, 
namely, the Grand Duchess Maria Anna, who 
will exercise all the powers and prerogatives 
of sovereignty during the remafnder of the 
life of the grand duke and during the minority 
of his eldest daughter, Crown Princess Marie, 
now 14 years of age. 

The grand duchess is a sister of Dom Miguel 
of Braganza, legitimist pretender to the 
throne of Portugal, and like him the offspring 
of the late ex-King Miguel of Portugal, who 
died an Austrian exile. 

Among her sisters are Arch Duchess Marie 
Therese, steprnother of the Austrian heir ap- 
parent, the widowed duchess of Parma, and 
Duchess Marte of Bavaria, wife of Duke 
Charles Theodore of Bavaria, the celebrat- 
ed royal ooulist. 

Her mother, widow of the late ex-King 
Miguel, ts a nun and mother superior of the 
convent of St. Cecilia at Ryde, in the Isle 
of Wight. The widowed mother of the grand 
duke of Luxemburg has walved all the rights 
to the regency which she may have possessed 
as dowager grand duchess in order, as she 
explained ft in a letter to the legislature, to 
be able to devote herself to the education of 
her granddaughters, the young princesses of 
Luxemburg.

Lord Liverpool has resigned his office as 
state steward and chamberlain of the court 
of the viceroy of Ireland and Sir Anthony 
Weldon has been appointed to the office in 
his stead. Sir Anthony, who is an old Car- 
thusian, that is to say, an alumnus of Char- 
terhouse, and a graduate of Cambridge, has 
seen a good deal of soldiering, though al- 
ways as a militia officer. He went through 
the South African war as such, was the mil- 
itia A. D. C. of Lord Wolseley when the lat- 
ter was commander in chief of the army, and 
filled a similar position on the staff of the 
veteran field marshal when the latter was 
stationed at Dublin as generalissimo of the 
troops in Ireland. 

Sir Anthony made the acquaintance of Lord 
Wolseley while staying with him at Moore 
abbey as a fellow guest of the late Lord 
Drogheda and completely won Wolseley’s 
heart by his cheeriness, Nis cleverness in 
comic roles as an amateur actor, and above 
all, by hie proficiency as a banjo player. 

On the day when the now widowed Lady 
Weldon gave the news to the old family but- 
ler at Kilmorony thet the young master had 
been appointed by Field Marshel Lord Wolse- 
ley as a member of his staff, the gray haired 
retainer, a typical family servant of the old 
school, beamed on Sir Anthony, who was sit- 
ting at the breakfast table, and exclaimed: 
Well, well, I always thought that banjo 
would do something. Isn't it well now to be 
a bit of a clown!”

While genealogical experts take strong ex- 
ception to Sir Anthony's claims to be descend- 
ed from the ancient Kentish family of Wel- 
don of Swanscombe and to the right of Sir 
Anthony to the arms of the Weldone of 
Swanscombe, which he bears, yet there is 
no doubt that Sir Anthony’s direct ancestors 
have been settled in Ireland since the reign 
of King James I., own a baronetcy conferred 
by King George I. in the early part of the 
eighteenth century, and have been estab- 
Ushed at Kilmorony, their place in County 
Kildare, and Rahenderry, their county seat 
in Queens county, ever since the daye of 
King Charles.

Thus, it is 
insisted, that Sir Anthony Weldon of Swans- 
combe, to whom Queen Elizabeth granted a 
special crest for his escutcheon in the form of 
a bust portrait of herself, left no children, and 
it is a fact that Walter Weldon, the first 
of the Weldons to be heard of in Ireland, 
where he was member of parliament for Athy 
in the reign of James I., did not dream of 
making use of the arms of the Weldons of 


Swanscombe.

Indeed, the records of his funeral, still in 
existence at Ulster's office at Dublin, show 
that his armorial bearings were quite differ- 
ent. It was only much later that his direct 
descendants of the family of which the new 
state steward of the viceroy of Ireland ig 
now the chief, abandoned his, that is, Wal- 
ter Weldon's, arms, and assumed those of 
the Kentish Weldons.

LAWYL RBS AND COURT PROU:DURE, 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Referring to your editorial entitled The 
Only Real Remedy,” the demand for sim- 
plified methods of practice is fully ag trite 
as and even less practical than the demand 
for more judges. Both of these suggested 
remedies are superficial and inadequate. 

There has been too much tinkering with the 
practice act. I helped tinker with it as « 
member of the Bar association committee 
which revised it and promoted the revision 
(or what was left of it) through the legis- 
lature, so am not evading my share of the 
failure. Whatever good has resulted from 
it has been many times offset by the confu- 
sion and uncertainty it has caused. 

All court procedure must be in accordance 
with forms prescribed by statute or estab- 
lished practice. This must be 80 in order 
to comply with the constitutional protection 
of life, liberty, and property by due process 
of law.“ Our methods of procedure are 
now quite as simple as they need be, to be 
fully understood and easily complied with 
by lawyers and judges, and at the same 
time to afford this conetitutional protec- 
tion. 

The trouble which arises from matters of 
procedure is nearly all due to lewyers who 
are lacking in the necessary diligehce, or 
intelligence, to learn the proper method of 
procedure in their cases. 

It might also be said, as a general remark, 
that our judges are unduly procrastinating, 
and lacking in interest or quick and acute 
understanding of cases presented to them, so 
that pending matters are not disposed of 
with due promptness.
